1. These rules may be called the Military Lands and Cantonments Service

(i) in rule 13, under the head “Administrative posts’’, for item (i) and 
the entries relating thereto, the following Items and entries shall 
be substituted, namely—

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(ii) For rule 16, the following rule shall be substituted, namely: — 

“10. The date of compulsory retirement for members of the Service 
is the date on which the officer attaius the age of 58 years. No 
officer shall be retained in service beyond the date of compulsory 
retirement or be reappointed after that date except In accor- 
dance with Government orders issued from time to time. Pro- 
vided that the Government may require an officer to retire after 
he attains the age of 66 years or on completion of 30 years’ 
qualifying service whichever event occurs earlier, without 
assigning any reason, after giving him 3 months’ notice and the 
officer also may on attaining the age of 56 years or on comple- 
tion of 30 year’s qualifying service, retire from the service after 
giving three months’ notice to the Government.”; 

(iii) for sub-rule (1) of rule 20, the following sub-rule shall be substi-

“(1) Casual leave to a Cantonment Executive Officer shall be sanc- 
tioned by the President of the Cantonment Board concerned;

leave of the Command Deputy Directors and officers in the 
Military Lands and Cantonments Directorate will be sanctioned 
by the Director of Military Lands and Cantonments, 

Provided that in the absence of the Director of the Military ^ Lands 
and Cantonments, casual leave to Command Deputy Directors 
and officers in the said Directorate may be sanctioned by the 
Joint Director of Military Lands and Cantonments”:
